notice, following announcement that the

in Europe. 

Brokers will take no orders for the 
purchase or sale of stocks and bonds 
‘listed on the local excnange until the 
general suspension is revoked. 

All stocks and bonds listed on the St. 
Louis Exchange will be valued at the 
prices quoted at the close of Thursday's 
afternoon session. Investors will have 
no opportunity to dispose of their hold- 
ings except through private transactions, 
whieh will not be recorded officially. 

Ne Orders to Be Taken. 

Until the New York Stock Exchange 
is reopened business will be at a stand- 
still in these St. Louis brokerage 
houses which. deal. exclusively in the 
stocks and bends listed on the iocal ex- 
change and in the big so-called wire 
houses which execute orders for stocks 
and bonds listed on the New York Stock 
Exchange. These wire houses“ are the 
A. G. Edwards & Sons Brokerage Co. 
D. R. Francis & Co., Whitaker & Co., 
and G. H. Walker & Co. 

At the offices of these companies it 
was said that no orders would be taken 
for listed stocks and bonds and that 
business would be at a standstill until 
the Eurepean war situation cleared. 


Brokers to Pay Interest. 

Brdkers holding money invested by 
their clients will have to pay the legal 
rate of interest to the clients while the 
stock exchanges are closed. On orders 
which were wired to New York for 
execution in Friday's market the New 
York broker who took the order will 
pay the interest to the St. Louis broker 
who forwarded it. Local brokers said 
the greate’ part of these interest 
charges would be borne by New York 
brokerage houses and there would be 
comparatively littie loss to the local 
houses as @ result of the general sus- 
pension of business. 

A representative of one of the large 
wire houses told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that until the war scare the aver- 
age volume of business in stock and 
hond speculation and investment in St.

‘ASHORE NEAR C 


Committee From Business Men’s 
League Makes Night Trip 
to Novel Craft. 


“Barge No. 5,“ the first boat of its 
kind to navigate the Mississippi under 
its own power, ran aground 20 miles 
below St. Louis Thursday night while 
on its maiden trip-from New Orleans 
to St. Paul. with St. ‘Louis as an ob- 
jective point. 

Shortly after daybreak Friday the 
barge was gotten off the sandbaz 
and moved slowly up the river to St. 
Louis, tying up at the levee at noon. 

A Committee of Welcome from the 


Business Men's League went down the 


river Thursday at 4 p. m. and met the 
barge below Herculaneum, Mo. When 
the trip was planned it was thought the 
boat would be met at Jefferson Bar- 
racks, and that the party would return 
at 8 o'clock. 

Owing to the distance made to meet 
it and the time consumed on board the 
barge, it was about 2 a. m. Friday whea 
the committee reached the city. 

Inventor as Guide. 

J. H. Bernhard, the tnventor, accom- 
panied the committee, and acted as 
guide aboard the new craft. J. H. Ed- 
monds, representing the Association of 
Commerce of New Orleans, was aboard 
the barge with a number of sacks of 
New Orleans dirt which is being offi- 
cially dumped at cities along the way as 
a “‘gift’’ from the Southern city. 

The barge was making about three 
miles an hour when the launch tied 
alongside and the committee boarded 
it. 

The vessel is 240 feet long, with a 32- 
foot beam, and drawing six feet of wa- 
ter, with a 1000-ton cargo aboard. The 
buoyancy of the craft was caused by 
the airtight hold, which is kept empty, 
Bernhard explained. The cargo consist- 
ed principally of lumber, sugar, rice, 
coffee and molasses, all carried on deck. 
The height from deck to top of cargo 
was 12 feet. 

Two Gas Engines. 

Motive power is supplied by two 75- 
horsepower gas producer engines, mak- 
ing the barge a.twin-screw affair. The 
gas is made aboard from breeze coke,”’ 
a refuse product, at a cost of only 20 
cents an hour. 

A crew of only seven men is carried, 
consisting of one cook and a captain, 
engineer and deck hand for each of the 
two watches, respectively. 

The craft left New Orleans July 6 and 
has made from two to Ave miles an 
hour upstream, according to the 
strength of the current. It was in- 
spected for the bubonic plague at Mem- 
phis, and the entire craft and cargo 
fumigated there. Drs. G. A. Jordan 
and M. C. Woodruff of the St. Louis 
Health Department were shown certifi- 
cates to this effect when they went 
aboard. 


ON MAIDEN TRIP 


FOR BLUFF LINE: 
INTEREST UNPAID 


Action at Peoria Brought: by New 


York Bankers Who Hold 
Railroad’s Bonds. 


The Chicago, Peoria & St. Louis (Bluff 
Line) Railroad went into receivers’ 
hands Friday. 

The action was brought at Peoria, 
II., by the Bankers’ Trust Co. of New 
York, following the failure of the road 
to pay interest on $2,000,000 bonds due on 
June 1 of this year. The amount is part 
of a $15,000,000 issue largely taken by 
English investors in July, 1913. 

Maj. Bluford Wilson, president df the 
road, and William Cotter, chairman of 
the Executive Committee and repre- 
senting the majority bondholders of 
New York, were named as receivers. 
Each filed bond of $60,000 

In answer to the plea for receivership 
the road admits insolvency. 

Third Recetvership. 

The road operates 25: miles of maln 
line between Peoria and St. Louis with 
a branch line between Peoria and Jack- 
sonville. This is the third time the 
road has been in the hands of receivers. 
Receivership petitions were granted in} 
189% in the Circuit Court of Sangamon 
County, and in 198 by the ee 
Court. : 

According to statements. of officers 
of the road at Springfield, III., the pur- 
pose of the action is to secure a bed 
rock reorganization of the road. 

In addition to the $15,000,000 bond issue 
authorized in 1913, there is a prior lien 
of $2,000,000 in the farm of a bond issue 
held by the Equitable Assurance Co. of 
New York. The active debt of the road 
is put at $300,000. 

Local Official Surprised. 

The offices of the president, general 
manager, auditor, treasurer and several 
Other executives of the road are in 
Springfield, Ml. William Cotter, chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, is in 
New York. 

C. D. Whitney, traffic manager, who 
has his office in St. Louis, appeared 
greatly surprised when told that the 
company had gone into receivership. He 


said that he had no intimation that 


such would happen.

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A PEE WORKING SYSTEM. 
Explaining the large aggregate of fees allowed 
him by the Probate Court for appraising estates 
subject to the collateral inheritance tax, Edwin 
W. Lee wired the Post-Dispatch: 

The law allows appraisers $3 a day for each 
day they work on each estate and not $3 for 
each day's work. I often work on five or six 
estates a day and have from 50 to 75 estates 
on hand in process of taxation.

On his theory that the 
fee is allowed for each estate worked on in a 
day and not for a day’s work on an estate there 
is no reason why the appraiser should not charge 
a fee every day for each estate under investjga- 
tion.

THE LITTLE LESSON OF NAPOLEON II. 

Napoleon III went gaily to war in 1870 and 
when the conflict had ended there was no longer 
a Napoleon III. France was a Republic. 

The pretext for Napoleon III's war was as triv- 
ial as the pretext for Franz-Joseph’s.war-against 
Servia. Wars that are manufactured by dynasties 
and politicians often bring unexpected results and 
history has a habit of repeating itself. 

The fate of Napoleon III might be worth the 
serious consideration at this time not only of the 
Hapsburgs and Hohenzollerns, but even of the 
Romanoffs, .. 
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A TOWN PUMP IN EAST ST. LOUIS. 
The application of a second private company 
for a franchise to supply East St. Louis with 
water at least shows’ the fatuous nature of legis- 
lation by which it is sought to confirm the pres- 
ent private company in its rights for 30 years 
more. The new.company offers a minimum rate 
of $6 a year, instead of $12, and a metered rate 
to small consumers of 25 cents a thousand gal- 
lons, which is 5 cents less than the present rate 
and 6.4 cents less than the average rate in a 
considerable number of towns now served by pri- 
vate companies. 
Fidelity to the interests of the people instead of 
the franchise grabbers could secure even lower 
rates from a private company. But, of course, 
East St. Louis should not think of intrusting its 
water supply to any private company. And a 
30-year franchise is an anachronism. The present 
arrangement should be continued only long 
enough to enable the city to prepare for the pur- 
chase of the existing plant, if obtainable at a 
reasonable price, or to establish a plant of its 
own. 
Spirited Shreveport, La., in inaugurating a cam- 
paign for municipal waterworks, is setting East 
St. Louis an admirable example. If civic effi- 
ciency in East St. Louis is not adequate even to 
nn water, to what is it adequate? 
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HOSPITAL ALARM BOXES.

WASHINGON, Tuy $1.—The condi- 
tion of the gro otton crop of the 
United States on July 2% was 76.4 per 
cent of a normal, the United States 
Department of Agriculture's crop re- 
porting board announced at noon today 
in its third condition report of the sea- 
son. This condition compares with 79.6 
ber cent on June 2% this year, 79.6 per 
cent on or 25 last year, 76.5 per cent in 
1912 and 80.0 per cent the average condi- 
tion on July % for the past 10 years. 

The area planted to cotton and under 

cultivation on June 25 this year, as pre- 
viously reported, was 39,960,000 acres, a 
decrease of 498,000 acres, or 13 per cent 
from that under cultivation on June 
A condition of 100 per cent 
of a normal on July 2% would be equiva- 
lent to a yield of 234.1 pounds of cotton 
to the acre, the Bureau of Crop Esti- 
mates has announced. 
Weather conditions generally have 
been favorable to the crop throughout 
the month except in the western part of 
the belt, where lack of rain and high 
temperatures caused late cotton to suf- 
fer severely. 

During the early part of the month lo- 
cal showers over large areas to the 
eastward of the Mississippi greatly im- 
proved the outlook, and the early plant- 


ed crop was nearly everywhere report. 


ed as in goad condition. West of the 
Mississippi, however, no rain occurred 
over the greater part of the cotton- 
grow! ing portions of Texas and the late 
plant n that State was suffering for 
moisture. The early planted, ..owever, 
was making satisfactory growth in 
Texas as well as in most portions of 
Oklahoma, Arkansas and Louisiana.
